, that she lives on a farm about three 
' miles clown the river with her mother, 
her father having died about three 
weeks ago; that they are in destitute 


j circumstances and are trying to raise 
money to go to Henderson, Ky. Fol- 
lowing "Mrs. Miller's name, whoever 
"Mrs. Miller" may be, a dollar is sub- 
scribed. 
The little girl is fairly well 


dressed and has the rnein of an inno- 
cent country maid. 
When she entered 


the Times office she already had three 
or four dollars on. her last. On being 
questioned, she became restless, and 
thereby aroused suspicion. 
However, 


rather than refuse the .deserving in try- 
ing to withold from the undeserving, 
she was given a quarter, after which 
she hurried out without offering the 
paper for signature. A Times repre- 
sentative followed her as far as the Sci- 
oto bridge and concluded that she was 
all right and started home. No more 
was thought of the matter until yester- 
day, 
when the same little girl was seen 


in the- grocery store of Mr. Lynn, on 
West Second street," buying groceries. 
She had a small basket and her pur- 
chases were so extensive that the basket 
would not hold them, so she borrowed 
a larger basket of Mrs. Lynn, saying 
that she just lived "down below here" 
and would return the basket in a few 
minutes. The Times man entered the 
store, saw her pay for her purchases 
from a well-filled purse—the same she 
carried while in the Times 
office. 


When she left the store he followed her 
west on Second street through an alley 
to Front and down Front to the mouth 
of the Scioto river, where a man was 
waiting for her in a skiff. They rowed 
down the river about a mile to where 
four or five shanty boats are anchored, 
and landed at the lower one of the 
fleet.
